" Sun heat has been suecessfully used 
to raise steam in an-engine in Egypt. 
The sun-powet ‘plant “and engine are 
the invention of Mr, Frank Shuman, 
of Philadelphia. ~ ‘The. heating appar- 
utus consists of 572 boxes of sheet- 
iron, each 3° feet square, framed in 
stout wood and covered with two 
sheets of glass, separated by an air 
space of. one inch. 

All these are mounted on trestles, 
facing due south, with a surface of 
5,000 square feet exposed to the sun's 
rays.
